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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 1 6. applicant argues the 
combined reference, Ninh et al fail to disclose a surface made of nonconductive material. However, the examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Ninh clearly disclose a second chassis 12 having an external surface made of nonconducting material (col 5, lines 41-48; col 5, lines 65 - 
col 6, line 15). The examiner wants to point out that there was a typo in the column number cited in the previous office action where 
column 6 lines 41-48 is cited instead of col 5, lines 41-48. Applicant also states the motivation to combine is not proper. However, Ninh et 
al suggest that a nonconductive surface layer does not bleed off static electricity therefore not allowing electricity to be conducted to other 
neariby components (col 5, line 65 - col 6, line 15). As a result, the rejection Is rejected for the same reason as set forth in the previous 
office action filed 11/29/06. 
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
